streets. Some ofthe icicles which fell were 
extremely long, but not of sufficient thickness 
to dofgany one injury. Nevertheless simost 
very pedestrian kept gazin cautiously above 
him as a precaution against being struck. The 
ladies especially were much terrified by these 
sudden and unexpected downfalis of ice. 
When, as they walked along, a big plece of 
ice fo)! directiy in front of them, they uttered 


33 **Sha’’ of terror, and, grabbing their skirts, 


Gashed into the nearest doorway for protec- 
tion. Venturing out again, they did not pro- 
ceed very much farther until they were again 


„ startied into seeking refuge in another dvor- 


way. The constant dropping of ice had the 
effect of making the pavements slippery, and 
not a few tumbles were the result. 

Many hats were damaged, and if there had 
been a connection between the mouths of 
pedestrians andthe wires, the latter would 
have transmitted tothe main office a great 
Many exclamations which wouldn't have 
looked nicely in print. 

THE DANGER. 

While the falling of ice from the wires was 
attended with many ludicrous incidents the 
seriousness of the situation was appreciated. 
The freighted wires relieved of their burden 
sprang up again and with the insulation dam- 
aged in many places. The possibility of the 
exposed parts coming in contact with other 
wires and sending death dealing currents in 
by many at 
least, and they could not consider the situa- 
tion as a ludicious matter. 

The sleet certainly dida great deal towards 
advancing the conduit idea, because it 
served to give the people a better conception 
ofthe number of wires which are strung 
throughout thecity. At the intersection of 
some streets it appears as if the network 
scarcely ieft any open space to speak of, 
Many were the expressions of surprise at the 
vast number of wires which were the beiter 
revealed by the ice. 

The members of the Board of Public Im- 

rovements are now trying to find a way for 

ilitating the work of taking down 
THE DEAD WIRES 

and repairing broken ones by having all of the 
electric light companies furnishing power and 
light to private consumers and public builda- 
ings shut down during the day for atime suf- 
ficient to permit the men to work safely up 
among the wires. 

Mr. Burnet and Col. Flad were talking over 
the matter this morning, and both were of the 
opinion that owing to the great danger to the 
men at work and citizens in general the case 
as itis at present might be deemed an emer- 
gency which would givethe Mayor the neces- 
sary authority to order ali electric light and 
power currents shut off. 

The matter was discussed informally for 
some time and it was agreed that while there 
was great danger it would not be advisable to 
act hastily in the matterof cutting off from 

he down-town business houses their light and 
bower unless it was absolutely necessary. 

Supervisor Matiack was out nearly all dav 


looking after trouble on the different lines. 


From opinions of members of the board and 
from the reportso far receiyed it is learned 
that the fire alarm system is in the worst con- 
dition of all, and that much of thisis due to 
the bad condition of the system itself and not 
to the interference of others. 

Work ts being pushed on all the lines and 
the dead wires are being cleared away as fast 
as possible.

A Narrow Escape From Death. 


: James Cummings, a lineman, in the employ

illustrates how desperate a lineman will 
me when facing death. Nearly 
ail the messenger“ wires in 
this city are strung over roofs 
and very few are on poles. Last Sunday Cum- 
mings had occasion to trace a line for a ground 
and found himself on the roof of the Exceisior 
Brewery ice-house. He scrambled along to 
where he saw hisline near a oe ptr 
light wire and as he reached thé point 
he placed his hand on the heavy 
Wire to pull it away. He felt no 
shock, and thinking the wire was dead placed 
both bands on it. He wora heavy leather 
gloves, but in climbing about they had be- 
come wet. Leather is an insulator, but when 
wet offers very little resistance to the lage 
There wae a current in the wire and it was o 
the alternating, kind. Cummins became 
aralyzed and felt the current 
un him on the wire. Knowing 
he would be held there and slowly Killed, he 
became desperate and decided to take the 
risk of saving hie life by falling from the 
roof. He threw himself flatupon the roof 
and the weigut of his body jerked his hands 
from the wire. He slid like a shot down the 
slanting, ice-covered roof, and was near- 
ing the eaves when the steel climber 
on his foot caught in tune guttering and 
woodwork of the eaves and arrested his 
progress. Had he gone over he would no 
doubt have been killed, as the roof is as hlan 
as an ordinary three-story house. He did not 
remember anything more until he found him- 
self getting down stairs in the ice house as 
fastas he could. Monday another lineman 
went up on the roof and tied the obstructing 
wire to a chimney with a rope, being careful 
not to touch it. 


Ice On the Wires, 


The calculating crank dropped into the City 
Hall this morning to gather some statistics 
relative to the amount of cold weather so far 
this winter with a view of calculating how 


much cold weather St. Louls would have dur- 
ing the rest of the winter. In his haste from 
the office he dropped a manuscript with the 
following figures on itwhich appear to show 
how much ice there was on the telegraph and 
telephone wires yesterday morning: 

There were ].2 cubic inches of ice to each 
linear foot of common wire. 

At the rate of 5,280 feet in each mile there 
were 6,336 cubic inches of ice per mile of 
wire. This would vive 3.6 cubic feet of ice per 
mile, at a weight of 223 pounds per mile. There 
are 6,127 miles of wire strung in St. Louis, 
which gives a total of 21,366,321 pounds of ice 
suspended inthe air on the basis that the 
wires do not exceed M- inch in diameter, and 
that the ice covering does not exceed an av- 
erage ot h ineh all around. But the ice Is 
more than double this thickness. The electric 
light wires are from %& to u inch in di- 
ameter, including the insulating covering; 


asthe areas of circles are to each other in | 


the proportion of the squares of their diam- 
eters, then the proportion of the weight car- 
ried by 4 wire to that of % wire would be as 
1to 9, and for the proportion of the weight 
carried by s wire to that of ½ inch wire 
would be as 1 to 17. If the weight 
of ice carried by %-inch wire is 223 pounds per 
mile, then the weight of ice carried by 5 wire 
would be 9 times greater, or 2,007 pounds per 
mile of wire. Inthis ratio the weight of ice 
carried by 42 insulated wire would be 17 times 
greater than that carried by wire % inch in 
diameter, or 8,791 pounds per mile. This 
tensile strain is so great that the agitation of 
the wires by a violent windstorm would snap 
all of them like pipestems. it appears stran e 
that, in view of such a calamity, there should 
be any opposition to placing all wires under 
ground from those corporations who control 
the wires. 


Fire Alarms in Fair Condition Again, 


The Fire Alarm Department is in better con- 
dition to-day than it has been since January l, 
only one circuit being out of repair this morn- 
ing. This pleasant state of affairs is mainly 


due to the fact that the alley electric 
lights were not turned on last night. Yesterday 
evening at 3:30 o’clock, when supt. Hiiden- 
dorf saw the rain and sleet still falling, he 
knew that if the electric lights were turned on 
lastnight he might as well lock up the fire 
alarm office and send the operators home. The 
wires were becoming heavier every hour 
with sleet and the larze wires bellied until 
they almost touched others below them at 
croes nes. Wires were hanging from poles 
in every partofthe city, and though harm- 
lesa In themselves, they could cross wires and 
convey currents as weil as a wire properly 
strung. Mr. Hilgendurf called on the Mayor 
but he was not in. Col. Flad was sick at 
home, but Mr. McMath was found, who 
claimed to be representing Col. Flad. Mr. 
Hilgendort explained to him the estate of af- 
fairs in the fire alarm office, and what the re- 
suit would be if the electric lights in the alleys 
were turned on that night. Mr. McMath 
said he would see the Mayor, and did 
so, the result being that the Mayor 
ordered the Missouri Electric Light Co. not to 
turn on the lights. Mr. Hilgendorf argued 
that it was cheaper to pay for lights one night 
and not get them than to have them lighted 
and pay the damages that would result. The 
street lamps are still kept burning by the La- 
clede Gas-Ligut Co., and the electric lights 
were not missed. 

Last March there was a period of two weeks 
when the corps of linemen employed in the 
fire alarm department did not move from the 
Court-house once. It became so monoton us 
that the horses were driven out on the bouie- 
vards for exercise every day. The system was 
perfect then. Not a box or a wire was out of 
order. It is quite different now. The corps 
has been increased and men are at work nigent 
and day trying to keep the system together 
and in shape. 


It Stopped the Team Short. 


Franklin avenue, between Fourth and Sixth 
streets, was the scene of several illustrations 
of the unreliability ot the wires between 5 and 
6 o'clock last night. The first occurred at 


Sixth and Franklin. Two men were driving 
along on a stake wagon when the horses sud- 
denly stopped, as if rooted to the ground. 
Two wires had fallen, both heavily charged 
with electricity. The end of one of them 
landed on the coupling pin, and the men, 
badly frightened, jumped from their seats. 
The horses praneed wildly, but could not get 
away. About ten minutes later a lineman 
caine along, pushed his way through the big 
crowd assembled, unhitened the horses, cut 
the wire and the trouble was over. At Broad- 
wayand Franklin a couple of electric light 
wires had been spitting fire for about an hour. 
A few minutes after the incident, at Sixth and 
Franklin, one of these fell but people around 
the corner had been looking out for it and no 
damage was done. It was soon afterward cut 
by a ‘ineman. 


Beware of the Poles. 


Don’t lean against damp poles. This ad- 
vice has been given several times and should 
be remembered, as it will by Al Bright, a 12. 
year-old boy, living on Dodier and Twenty- 


second streets. Monday evening he leaned 
up against a pole of the Lacied6 alley lighting 
plant. The pole was wet, and the boy’s 
clothes damp. He received such a sliock that 
it was with difficulty he was torn away from 
the pole, and when he was he was unable to 
speak for an bour or so. He then got over the 
shock and fright and is now all right again. 


Slow Street Car Travel. 


Street railway traffic was still delayed this 
morning, the Northern Central and several 
otber roads running considerably behind. 


The tracks were heavy and the horses found it 
very bard pulling in some places. Where the 
track bad been cleaned, however, it was all 
right. Cleaning was difficult, though, on ac- 
count of the depth to whieh the snow and ice 
and dirt was cut up and carried back on the 
tracks by passing wagons, Down town block- 
ades were avoided in several cases very nar- 
rowly. Another cause of delay was the 
watchfulness of the drivers in looking out for 
loose wires. It was quite a common thing 
morning to hear one driver call to another: 
Look out for that wire there. The killing 
ot the two horses on the People's and the nar- 
row escape of the driver has made the street 
car men yery careful. f 


A Surprised Driver. 


Wm. Kaps, the driver of bob-tall car No. ll, 
who had his two horses kilied yesterday 
morning on Fourth street by a Droken electric 


wire, to-day said he wished to make a cor- 
rection ip the statement as made by Michael 
Davis regarding the accident. 

My car “as notin moton when the accl- 
dent oecurred,’’ he said, *‘as I had seen the 
driver on the car ahead of me stop and saw 
the conductor push a wire off the roof of his 
car with a broom. I had stopped ‘some 
distance back of bim.

A PAINFUL HINT. 


Jack Thompson, a Worthless Negro, Soundly 
Thrashed by His Neighbors. 
By Telegranh to the POST-DISPATcnH. 
COLUMBIA, S. C., Jan. 8.—On Sunday, Jack 
Thompson, &@ negro, was brutally beaten and 


nearly killed by a band of colored ‘‘regu- 


lators’’ in Greenville County. The vicinity 
in which the outrage occurred is thickly pop- 
ulated with colored people, most of whom are 
property-owners and are quiet and peace- 
able. The house) where thefmob found its 


victim is inhabited by Green King, colored, 
his white wife and several children. For the 
last ten or twelve months Jack Thompson has 
been living with the family. About 8 
©’ clock Sunday, King was lying 
on the floor warming by a fire, 
and glancing at the crack under the bottom of 
the front door, he saw the legs of several 
men. He cautiously turned the button on the 
door to look out and as he did so six or eight 
men rusbed in, pushing him against the foot 
ot u bed which stood bac of the door, and 
without stopping they rushed for Thompson, 
who was sitting by thefire near King’s wife. 
One of them raised a heavy stick and struck 
him on the head. Another grabbed King, who 
got away, however,@nd ran out the back 
way, bis wife following him. King hid ina 
cora-crib. In the meantime the mob were 
belaboring Thompson with heavy clubs and 
ax-handies and four of them dragyed him out 
of the house to a swamp near by. Here some 
of them whipped him with switches and clubs 
and some took their Knives and cut bis «kin 
for amusement, taking care not to inflict 
dangerous wounds. 

Not until Thompson had fainted from the 
effects of his torture did the mob release him. 
lie stayed inthe swamp all night, with the 
blood running from his wounds. He man- 
aged to reach the house about daylleht yes - 
terday morning, more dead than alive and 
covered with blood. The mob had no inten- 
tion of harming King, but was bent on pun- 
ishing Thompson and King’s white wife. 
Th mpson is an obnoxious negro to almost 
every one in the neighborhood. He beurs a 
bad character in general, and for the past ten 
months has been unduly intimate with King’s 
wife, causing trouble between the man and 
woman. King has made ineffectual attempts 
to. make’ Thompson leave, but for his 
efforts in that direction has been 
assaulted and beaten in his own house,on one 
occasion being stripped and whipped by 
Thompson, The rows and quarrels in the 
household were incessant and King generally 
got the worst of it, his wife taking sides with 
Thompson and threatening to leave if be was 
made to leave. This state of affairs was 
known but not countenanced by the respecta- 
bie colored people, so they organized and de- 
termined to force Thompson to leave. The 
mob was composed of colored men who were 
well masked. The colored people of the 
neighborbood approve of the affair and think 
thatasecond dose should be applied if the 
negro does not leave.

Mr. Stone has reached the distinction of 
being considered a gas legislator exclusively 
and any other matters he may take hold of in 
his capacity of legislator from the Twenty- 
eighth Ward are looked upon merely as little 


sideissues. His work on gas last night was 
the introduction ofa bill which, if he has not 
changed his mind since last heard from, he 
does not think worth the paper it is 
written on. ‘The bill fixes, on paper, 
the price of gas in the city of St. Louls. This 
measure was introduced some time ago, and 
after knocking about on the waves of legisia 
tion in the Council and then the House for a 
long time it settled into Mr. Stone’s *«pecial 
Committee on Gas. When it reached there 
the price of gas for Nighting was $1.25 per 
thousand cubic feet, with 5 per cent off for 
payment within aspecified time. This price 
seemed to be satisfactory until the Laclede 
company bought out the St. Louis company 
and fixed the price at $1.25 with 5 per cent off. 
The bill was reported back to the House by 
the committee amended so as to read as 
follows: 1 

For a period of five years from an after the 
passage of this ordinance the price of iliu- 
minating gas lu the citv of St. Louis to con 
suiners shall not exceed 90 cents perl, 00 cubic 
feet on all bills paid withia five days after the 
presentation, and 95 cents ner 1,000 cubic feet 
on all bills paid after the expiration of five 
days from presentation, and for said period of 
years in said city the price of gas sold to con 
summers to be used for fuel and power purposes 
shall not exceed 45 cents per 1,000 cubic feet 
on all bills paid within five days after presen- 
tation, and 50 cents per 1,000 cuble feet on all 
bills paid after the §expiration of five days 
from presentation. 

The bil, after a lively discussion, was 
passed, Mr. Stone’s argument being that it 
was very uncertain whether the price of gas 
could be so fixed, but to settle the question 
definitely the bill could be passed and thus 
taken into the courts for settlement. 

By the passage of this bill Mr. Stone hopes 
to bring about an issue as to how far the city 
has rights in that direction and how far the 
gas company can go. 

The ordinance goes to the Council on Fri- 
day for concurrence.

ALP FAIRY TALES DISCOUNTED BY THE 
JACKMAN GIRL 


She Confesses That the Whole Story of Ber 
Abduction Was a Fake he Ran Away 
and Was Afraid to Go Back—How a 16- 
Year-Old Girl Imposed on the Represen- 
tatives of the Morning Papers—The 
Clever Little Romancer Weakens After 
the Expose of Her Story and Confesses. 


LLIE JACKMAN, 
the victim-heroine 
ofa series of ab- 
ductions and es- 
capes, on last Sun.

I 
get clothes and can go to places of amuse- 
ment whenever I piease. Last Sunday after- 
noon when we were at Mr. Taylor’s house the 
thought struck me to run away.

RUNNING THE GAUNTLET. 

The polis were opened promptly at 10 
o’clock, and it at once became evident that a 
very heavy vote would be cast, and that such 
canvassing as has seldom been seen was in 
progress. The Third street entrance 
to the Merchants’ Exchange was lined 
with carriages, each bearing a large 
linen placard, advising all comers to 
vote either for Kaugman or Rogers, and the 
carriage brigade was under the command of 
active canvassers, who sent the vehicles where 
it was thought they would dothe most good. 
At every entrance from six to twenty men 
and boys were stationed, each carrying a 
large bundle of tickets, and by their shouts 
rendering the corridors onthe lower floor of 
the Chamber of Commerce building a veri- 
table pandemonium. These, however, were 
but the scouts, the skirmish line 
being struck as the foot of the 
stairs was reached. The walls and 


balustrades from top to bottom were lined 
with men, who offered tickets to all who as- 
cended the stairs and shouted themselves 
hoarse. At the top of the stair way. and just in- 
side the door of the exchange the main line of 
battle was found. John H. Blessing stood just in 
front of the door, a bundle of opposition 
tickets in his hand, and scarcely a man whose 
vote was doubtful passed him without being 
urged to vote for Rogers. Near at hand stood 
Moses Fraley and his progeny, both decorated 
with large badges and yelling themselves 
hoarse for the regular ticket. 
THE HEAVY ARTILLERY 
Inside the door was seen Candidate Kauff- 
man, who shook hands with his numerous 
friend as they entered. Amadee Cole repre- 
sented the Rogers party, and Mr. Rogers him- 
self appeured at the entrance from time to 
time. C. Ewald stood inthe center of the 
passageway most of the day, and worked like 
a beaver for the regular ticket. Henry C. 
Haarstick was quiet, but held frequent 
conferences wit his friends with the 
object of securing their votes for 
the opposition. Philip Brockman ap- 
peared shortly before noon and stood near 
the entrance, urging his friends to vote for 
the regular ticket. From time to time 
Marcus Bernheimer did effective campaign. 
ing inthe same direction, while Capt. Isaac 
M. Mason withdrew himeselfalittie from the 
crowd and stood near the decor leading to the

As soon asthe polls opened it was evident 
that the feeling of those who habitually trans- 
act their business on the floor of the Exchange 
wae strongly in favorof Kauffman.

KAUFFMAN LEADS ON THE FLOOR 
By 11:80 u large majority of those whose 
business called them on Change at an early 
bour had voted, and it was manifest that 
the Kauffman party had not overestimated 
their strength on the floor, as the regulars at 
that bour bad at leastthree votes to one for 
the opposition. Their was a great deal 
acratching, and it soon appeared 
Kauffman and Bernheimer were 
ahead of their ticket.

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WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 8.— The rivairy 
of the cities of New York, St. Louis, Wash- 
ington and Chicago for the selection asthe 
site for the World's Exposition of 1892 had its 
first practical manifestation at the Capitol 
this morning before the Senate Special Com- 
mittee on the Quadro-Centennial. The 
hearing took place in the rooms of 
the Committee on the District of 
Columbia, where was hung a large map head- 
Ing. Why St. Louis is the place for the 
World’s Fair in 1892,’’ and displaying a circle 
enclosing the most populous States of the 
country with St. Louls as the central point. 
The members of the committee who were 
present were Senators Hiscock (chairman), 
Sherman, Hawley, Wilson of Iowa, Stanford, 
Eustis, Farwell, Kenna and Gray. A prelimin- 
ary interchange of views as to the order of 


hearing resulted in an agreement that the 
representatives of St. Louis should be heard 
to-day, of Chicago to-morrow,of Washington 
Friduy and of New York Saturday, and that 
repliesto the arzuments will be received not 
oraily, but in writing. Gov. Francis of Mis- 
souri opened the discussion. 

There was probably, he said, no subject on 
which the people of the United States were so 
nearly unanimous (he might say enthusiasti- 
cally so) as that of commemorating prop- 
erly the discovery of the new world by 
Columbus. Heandthe gentlemen with him 
came representing a section of the country 
whose claims and benefits would be presented 
to-day. They came representing a people 
who were hospitable by instinct and were 
schooled in entertaining. If they could not 
convince the committee that St. Louis was able 
and equipped to take proper care of the great 
International Exposition, they would not la 
claim toit. They belleved that great goo 
would accrue to the nation from the location 
of the Fair in the city of St. Louis, and he 
gave the committee his pledge that they 
would bring no discredit on the Nation if the 
committee would honor them by locating the 
Fairthere. It would be the pride of every 
citizen of that State to make the Fair a 
credit to the nation. He concluded by intro- 
ducing tothe committee his colleague. The 
latter said he spoke for a city which, ifthe 
National Government had not already been 
permanently located in the beautiful city 
of Washington, would be fixed upon by 
common consent as the most appropriate 
place for the seat of government. If the Na- 
tional Capitol were to be located now, in the 
light of existing conditions and having in 
view the spread of territorial 
the trend of population 

development of transporta- 
tion facilities, he belieyed that St. Louis 
would hardly have a competitor for the 
choice. Centrality of location, ease of access 
by land and water, and friendly social and 
business relations with every section of 
the country would be the controlling factors. 
He had nothing to say in disparagement of 
Washington or any othercity. He hoped that 
every fore gu visitor to the exposition 
would visit the capital city and see for 
himselfthe home and the working of the 
Federai Government, But while that foreign 
visitor contemplated it he would naturally 
ask: Whence comes the dynamic force that 
propels and the wealth that supports this 
mighty popular engine?’’ and the Exposition 
would point him directly to the wonderful 
Mississippi Valiey—the principal seat of the 
nation’s productiveness, and where, in 
the not faredistant future, would be 
found a popuiation far outnumber- 
ing the teeming millions of Europe, 
In that valley lay St. Louis, the central gang 
lion of its distributing system. st. Louis 
asked the committee to consider these facts 
in locating the World’s Fairof 1892. Assum- 
ing then that there would be a World’s 
Fair in 1892, it would be convenient 
to consider It in its mational and 
international aspects. The international 
aspect of it had come to be regarded as the 
most important feature and one of the com 
peting cities (meaning New York), pointed to 
the ease wih which that city could be 
reached by foreign visitors. 
that the most important sense in which the 
Exposition was to be international was that 
exhibits from foreign countries were desired; 
but be asserted that if Congress would award 
the World’s Fair to St. vis, foreign 
exhibits would be just as freely sent. If the 
desire was to make a good impression upon 
foreigners, tnen unquestionably the Fair 
should be heid near enough enough to the 
center of the nation’s productiveness and 
power.

The Russian influenza isin thousands of St. 
Louls families, hard at work piling up discom- 
fort and doctors’ bills. Many colds are classed 
under the head of la grippe by imag- 
inative persons, and many physicians 


find their influenza patients in creat fear of 
a fatal termination ofthe disease. This fear 
is to be charged in part tothe great phvsica 
and mentul depression incident to an attack 
of la grippe but principally to _ false 
information. Itis rare indeed that the dis- 
ease terminates fatally even when complica- 
ted with other diseases. Thatit bas not be- 
come so serious aplague in St. Louis as to 
increase the death rate the Health Depart- 
ment has statistics to show. 
Exactly when the grip arrived in St. Louls 
ia not known, butit was probably in the last 
week of December. elo is given the total 
deaths iSt. Louis, with the deaths fr:-m dis- 
eases of the respiratory organs from the middle 
of December, 1888. to the end of the first week 
in January, 1839, and from the middie of De- 
cember, 1889, to the end of the first week in 
January, 1890.

BOOMING THE COLORED FXODUS FROM THE 
SOUTHERN STATES. 


Agents Trying to Secure Negro Colonists for 
the Territory—Circulars Scattered all 
Over South Carolina—Fiattering Offers 
Made by Oklahoma Bcomers to the Col- 
ored People—Darkies Swindled. 


Py Te'ecranh to the Post-DIspater. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., Jan. 8.—A prominent 
colored Charlestonian has received a letter 
from labor agents at Fort Smith, Ark., and 
several letters from agents in Oklahoma, who 
are desirous of obtaining a colony of colored 
laborers from Barnwell County. The com- 
pauy in Oklaboma wishes to use the laborers 
on railroad work and promises to furnish all 
who colonize inthe @istrict with new homes 
and pay all transportation charges. One of 
the labor agencies of this district has an agent 
in the State and wilimake an effort to secure 
a colony of several thousand. He is now in 
Columbia, but it is understood willi soon go to 
Baruwell. Yesterday a circular was left at the 
home of every colored man in the gity. They 
are also scattered all over the State. It is ad- 
dressed to the colored men of the South, and, 
among other things, says: 

‘*There never was a more favorable time 
than now for you to secure the good homes in 
a land where you will be free and your rights 
respected. Oklaboma is open for settlement. 
Come in and help make it one of the best 
States of the Union. The soll is rich, the 
climate favorable, water abundantand there 
is plenty of timber. Make a new start. Give 
yourselves and children new chances in a new 
land, where you will not be molested and 
where you will be able to think and vote as 
you please. One thousand of the best colored 
citizens of Topeka have gone there within the 
last three months. Each has secured 160 acres 
ot land. You can do the same for only 51, the 
cost of entering itatthe land office in Okla- 


homa. Colored men, you may never have 
another such opportunity of bettering your- 
selves. ‘Think seriously of it and then write 
to me, inclosing a2-eent stamp, and you will 
be given full particulars concerning what 
railroad you must take to get there and how 
to uo about securing the land and settling 
upon it.

RALEIGH, N. C, Jan. 8.—Some weeks ago the 
negroes of Edgeromb County sent one of their 
number, Gray Tyson, to Arkansas to see how 
suitable that country was for emigrants. They 


had much confidence in Tyson, but the latter 
sadly abused it. On his return he informed 
the credulous negroes that there was an im- 
mense demand tor laborin Arkansas and that 
the authorities of the State would send special 
trains to North Carolina after negroes and 
would transport them free. He further 
said that those who wished to go must 
give bim their names with a registration fee 
of 60 cents. Four thousand negroes registered 
and paid their money. Gray was aided in his 
rascally scheme by his uncle, Jonn Tyson. 
They informed the negroes that these trains 
would arrive at Tarboro on — * No 
trains came and when the negroes became 
suepicious they found that the Tysons had 
fied. The matter is creating a great stir and 
the deluded darkies would probably kill the 
swindlersif they found them. Many negroes 
had sold all their property and made ready for 
departure, Some of them wrote to Gov. Eagle 
of Arkansas, who replied that Gray and John 
Tyson had lied and swindled them. 


THE COUNCIL AND HOUSE. 


Death ofthe Council Investigation—Fixing 
the Price of Gas ina the House. 


The City Council held its first meeting after 
holiday vacation last night. Twelve members 
were preseat and the main topic of discussion 
was the Boodle'“ Investigation Committee, 


or in other words the committee appoineed 
on the resolution of Mr. Rohan to Investigate 
all charges of corruption in the passage of 
the Branham gas bill and to remove a stigma, 
as Mr. Rohan termed it, which stigma was 
annoying him andthe other six of the gas 
bill seven. 

Tus committee was laid to rest last night by 
a vote of el ht to four because the list of mem- 
bers who had voted against the bill had been 
gone through and two could not be found who 
would serve upon the committee. Messers. 
Comfort, Bensiek, Hoolan and Rohan yoted 
to continue the investigation and the rest of 
the body voted against it. 

The subject was first bronght up dy Mr. 
Ganahl, who stated that he wisked to say that 
he had never called any of the members of the 
Assembly thieves and boodlers while the gus 
bill was under discussion, and that he would 
resign his seat in the Council rather than go 
0 far in a public discussion, and that Mr. 
Bensick, if he had made the statements pub- 
lished as coming from him, was either grossly 
ignorant or maliciously false; and, as far as 
Mr. Bensick’s reported threats of violence 
were concerned, no such talk could prevent 
him from expressing bis opinions openly and 
no threats would deter him. 

The instant Mr. Ganahl resumed his chair 
Mr. Bensick was on his feet, mad end excited, 
He set out to make a long talk, but he was 
only permitted to get in a few words, 

He began: 

‘*‘Isay Mr. Ganahl did use the language I 
charged bim with,and if he denies it he lies.“ 

‘*Such talk is out of order, said President 
Walbridge, as he rapped on the desk with his 
gavel. Mr. Bensiek subsided and Mr. Ganahl 
resigned from the investixating committee. 
Mr. MWalbridge, after a little considerati:n, 
withdrew Mr. Gauahl's name and appointed 
Mr. Nelson. Mr. Nelson promptly declined 
to serve, and the last available member, 
barring the President, haviny refused, Mr. 
Rohan, who was still intent on being relieved 
of the stigma which chafes him 80, made a 
resolution making the President a member of 
the committee. Mr. Walbridge declined and 
said that even if he did decide to serve he 
would not be able todo sountil Mayor Noonan 
returned 

Mr. Nelson said be did not see the use of the 
thing anyway, because If a report should be 
made, wLich was adverse to those who voted 
for the bill, they being in the majority would 
certainly prevent its going on record. 

Mr. Rohan wade another talk and concluded 
it with the remark generally supposed to have 
originated with Gen. Grant: ‘‘Let no guilty 
man escape. 

The whole business was laid on the table. 

Otber matters were then taken up. 

A Board of Health resolution asking for suf- 
ficient money to run the Milk Inspectors’ de- 
partment under the State law was sent to the 
Committee on Sanitary Affairs. 

The following ordinances were introduced: 
To complete the low-service conduit to the 
Chain of Rocks, at a cust of $210,000; to in- 
crease the salary of the Assistant Secretary of 
the Council from $1,200 to 31,500 a year; to 
create the office of Inspector of Fire Depart- 
ment Horses, at a saiary of $125 a month; to 
authorize the Merchants’ Bridge & Terminal 
Ratlv ay Co. to construct an additional switch 
near the Water- works grounds. 

A number of bills and contracts were re- 
ported signed by the Mayor. 

The police salary bill increasing the pay of 
patrol.nan from $75 to $83.50 per month was 
reported adversly, and laid over for a week. 

The bill authorizing thesale of the city gas 
stock was flied. 

President Walbridge appointed to the joint 
committee to overhaul the municipal salary 
list, Messers. Cole, Nelson and Gahahl. 

The billto pay the Assistant Secretary of 
the Council $50 a month for his services as 
Secretary of the Charity Board was reported 
adversely. 

Council adjourned until Friday. 

HOUSE OF DELEGATES. 

The House of Delegutes met with nineteen 
members present and Speaker Alt in the 
ebair. 

A communication from the Mayor was read 
announcing the signature of the Merchants’ 
Terminal bill. 

The Mayor’s veto message and the vetoed 
bill were taken up. 

Mr. Stone examined the bill and the Mayor's 
signature very carefully. 

Mr. Mohan moved that the message be re- 
corded and the whole business dropped, 
Tunis brought forth many parliamentary ar- 
guments.

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Jackson County (II.) Farmers Have a Hot 
Chase After a Horse- Thief.

MURPHYSBORO, III., Jan. 8.—An Interesting 
race after a horse-thief, result ing in his incar- 
(ceration in the County Jail here yesterday, 
occurred last Sunday. In the northwest part 
of this (Jackson) county live a number of 
wealthy farmers, who have raised up an extra 
fine breed of horses. Horse-thieves well 
know their fine gualities, and six or eight 
horses have been stolen within the last year. 


One of the finest was stolen right In the teeth 
of an organized horse guard and never 
recovered. Last Sunday Jake Kimmell 
a prominent farmer in the same neighbor- 
hood, discovered that a fine $200 mure was 
stolen. He did not wait to notify the Horse 
Guard, but gave immediate pursuit on foot, 
informing neighbors as he went, He got the 
right direction, and in a short time fourteen 
energetic, determined men, mounted on the 
best- winded and strongest horses, were dash- 
Ing at break-neck speed through rain and 
quick-sands and sink-holes, splashing and 
slashing ud all over themselves and 
crowding their panting steeds to their 
utmost. The thief was well mounted 
and ran bither and thither, 
now and then retracing his track and running 
north, west and south again to misiead pur- 
suers. He passed through Dugquoin, and 
four miles beyond the gallant riders found 
thelr horse where the frightened thief had 
traded for an ordin plug. The relentiess 
pursuers hurried on, determmed to catch and 
make an example of one of the band of horse- 
thieves that have been preying on the neigh- 
borhood. spurs to their 
horses, twe. hours more 
hard riding dashed into Pinckneyville 
and found their game in the hands of the 
City Marshal. A rumor of a lynching party 
was spread, and no doubt the hersemen 
looked like a dangerous set. Had they got 
hold of the thief before the Sheriff hurried 
him into the jail, there is no doubt he would 
have been ‘‘persuaded’’ to divulge the names 
of the rest ot the gang. He was brought to 
Murphysboro yesterday and lodged in jail. 
He admits his guilt and hints of a gang exist- 
ing In Southwest Missouri, where other stolen 
horses are supposed to have been taken. 

He says he intended to sell the horse and go 
West to join a gang of desparadoes. The next 
man who takes a horse from this neighbor- 
hood may find fast horses and angry men to 
to make short work of him. 


CAUGHT IN CANADA. 


A Wyoming Business Manager Who Was 
Ruined by Prosperity.

MONTREAL, Jan. 8.—John A. Grose of the 
Canadian Secret Service Agency added another 
to his list of important arrests in this city yes- 
terday by the capture of Thomas R. Adams, 
the absconding manager of the Milwaukee & 
Wyoming Investment Co. of Cheyenne, Wyo. 
It appears that Adams was put into that posi- 
tion by Peter McGeoch of Milwaukee, and he 
prospered so well that he gambled considera- 
bly and invested money in one scheme and 
another and finally got behind. To 
be square, he took $15,000 belonging 
to the company and taking a woman 
as a companion left the country. 


The case was reported to Milwaukee and Mc- 
Geoch himself went to Cheyenne to investi- 
gate with the result that Detective Grose was 
to hunt Adams up. Yesterday 
Grose located his man and woman in a board- 
tug-house on Victory street, and getting out 
a Warrant had him arrested. In an interview 
with Mrs. Adams last nightshe acknowleged 
that they had come from Cheyenne and ap- 
peared anxious as to what would be done with 
her husband, Adams is also charged with 
forgery.

THOUGHT THEY WERE DOOMED. 


A Roof-Slide of Ice and Sleet Gives a Num- 
ber of People a Sharp Scare. 


The employes of the St. Louis Paper Co. had 
about as much ofa scare yesterday afternoon 
as they ever will have until they are com- 
pletely annihilated. The consternation also 
spread to the Mercantile Club across the 
street and the Salvage Corps located next 
west. The Newcomb building on Seventh and 
Locust is a five-story structure. The St. 


Louis, next west, isa three-story. West of it 
is what was an old passage-way, buat which 
has been roofed over with a skylight and is 
used as a storage place, with doors opening 
into it from the main room. It was about a 
quarter of 50’clock when the first alarm was 
sounded. It was rumbling, deep and long, 
worse than thunder. It was heard all around 
that part of the street, and more than one of 
those hearing it thought the day of judgment 
had come. Thomas Powers, working on the 
third floor, was completely overcome. He 
couldn’t see the use of running, and pro- 
ceeded to do his best toward squaring 
his last accounts. A 8 woman work. 
ing on the game floor ad more faith 
in her fleetness of foot, and got out. By this 
time the noise was simply terrible. The em- 
ployes on the first floor of the St. Louls Co. 
made a break for the Locust street doors and 
forthe doors leading into the old passage 
wuy. The latter, however, were pushed fa 
by some powerful and unseen force, and 
broken glass rained down like hallstones in a 
storm. There was then no doubt that the 
bullding was falling, and the break for the 
street and safety was renewed. R. Brashear 
passed through tae. door 
ner by tvo feet. Then 
tussle for place, with 
testants crowding each other against 
the door jambs. Book-keeper Armfield got 
through with honors, and after it was all 
over the others rendered a verdict that he 
could get out ofa buildiugif he thought it was 
going to fall on time.

| Miracu'ous Escape of a Member of the 
Salate Corps—The Building Gutted and 
St. Louis’ Telegraph Basiness Seriously 
Crippled—Adjoining Structures Damaged 
by Fire and Water—Joe Barr, the News- 
boy, Uses His Voice for Life-Saving Pur- 
poses—Scenes and Incidents of an Early 
‘Morning Fire—The Sagging Wires Doing 
Damage. 


HE Western Union 
Telegraph Co. was 
burned out early this 
morning,and one more 
-Gisaster is to be 
charged against the 
deadly electric light 
wire. The building 
occupied as the main 
office of the telegraph 
company at the north” 
east corner of Third 
and Olive streets was 
gutted by the flames, 
and only prompt, en- 
ergetic work on the 
part of the Fire De- 

; partment prevented 
their spread to the adjoining ramsbackle 
buildings. 

The telegraph operators had a run down the 
Stairway to get out of the building alive, but 
they all made it without accident. 

The only man hurtin the fire was John 
Chamberlain, a member of the Underwriters’ 
Salvage Corps, andthe wonder is he wasn’t 
killed. He was in the building im- 
medlately in the rear of the 
Western Union, helping to cover 
a stock of cigarettes with tarpaulins. He was 
standing on a step-ladder beneath a skylight, 
when a fragment of the wall on the main 
Western Union building fell. The bricks went 
down about seventy: five feet,crashed through 
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confectioner, employed by Dodds & Seward, 
310 North Main street. He was on his way to 
work, and turning the corner af the Western 
Union Building from Third to Olive streets, 
saw the flames rleing fromthe grating in the 
sidewalk on the Olive street side. He did not 
stop to examine as to the cause or extent of 
the fire, but ran to the office door of the hal 
leading to the operator’s room 
AND YELLED ‘‘FIRB!’’ 

The clerks in the counting-room heard him, 
but hie voice would never have reached the 
upper floor. Joe Barr, the Dago. was on 
his way to business. He added bis voice to 
Kiuge’s, and it reached the top floors of the 
old butiding. Barr and Kluge raced for the 
nearest box, No. 26, at the corner of Locust 
and Third streets. The box was covered 
with tice and would not open. Barr 
beat it with his fist and Kluge 
tugged at the handle. Presently the door 
opened and witb all his might Kluge pulled 
the book three times. 

Knowing that the fire alarm wires were in a 
bad condition Kluge was fearful that tbe 
alarm did not reach the central office, raced 
up to Third and Olive streets and gave the 
alarm to kngine Compuny No. 23. 

Twenty-threes were at the Western Union 
Building before you could say Jack Robinson. 
Box 26 was outof order and it was well the 
stillalarm was given No. 23. Upon reaching 
the northwest corner of Third and Olive 
streets No. 23 attached hose tothe plug there 
and wenttowork.

They pulled him out, and fortunately found 
him but slightly hurt.

Mapager hohle could give no estimate of bis | 
company’s loss. Whatever damage resulted 
from the fire to the company’s property was a 
total loss to the company as it carried no in- 
surance. 

The building was insured by the owner, 
Fagin, whose loss is estimated at $5,000. 

Alten & Ginter are fully insured and the 
Bradley Printing Co. is insured for $3,000 
which amount will, probably, exceed its loss. 

THE DALY PRINTING CO. 
is insured for $20,000, the policies covering 
presses, type and some part of the stock. The 
principal ioss, however, is on uninsured work 
ip preparation. r. Daly estimates an abso- 
lute loss of $5,000. A large cutalogue, nearly 
completed, is destroyed by water. 

Charles Osborne, agent of the Associated 
Press, says the loss to his company will be 
but a few hundred dollars, though there must 
be some delay and imperfections in the news 
service during to-day. 

The aggregate loss on buildings and ma- 
terials cannot be over $30,000, while the 
losses to de borne by insurance companies 
will not exceed $20,000. 

Mr. Bohle arrived at the fire about 7 o’clock, 
and immediately began preparations forthe 
care of the Western Union business. 

THE BUILDING, 215 PINE STREET, 
formerly occupied Ly the Gast Lithographing 
Co. was rented, and men wereset at work 
transferring wires, cables, and put- 
ting in batteries. These tasks em- 
ployed all the linemen and electricians 
that could be secured. The work was pushed 
with all possible speed, with the view of bav- 
ing wires in condition for business at the ear- 
liest moment. All the current books and mes- 
sages received during the night were saved 
and the other books and papers were inthe 
vault, where they were undisturbed by fire 
and water. 

The night messages were taken toa large 
room on the right of the main Third street en- 
trance to the Mercnants’ Exchange, from 
whence the messengers were sent out. There 
the day operators reported and discussed the 
fire. About the corners of Third and Olive 
streets telegraph operators, male and female, 
were xrouped mostly all morning, watching 
and discussing the fre.

become widespread througbout the country 
and may cause more havoc than the cele- 
brated Colorado potato beetle. This is the 
gipsy moth, knownto entomologists as the 
‘*ocuer!l dispar,}’ At present it is confined to 
the neighborhoed of Medford, where it caused 
eo much damage that Gov. Brackett, in his 


message the other day, saw fit to call the at 
tention of agriculturists to the pest and 
recommended its speedy extermination. 

The moth was introduced here twenty years 
ago by Dr. L. Trouvelot, who saw the eggs at 
the Parie Exposition, and put a few in his 
vest pocket. One day the little bunch of eggs 
was blown out of his window in Medford and 
never heard from until last fall, when millions 
of the xypsy met and attacked his shade and 
fruittrees and shrubbery. leaving nothing 
save twigs and stalks behind. The area thus 
devastated was au ellipse a mile and a half 
long and half a mile wide. Prof. Fernald 
of the Amherst Agricultural College says 
the moth isa terrible pest. The Harvard au- 
thority on bugsand millers, Prof. Hargin, on 
the other hand, says his Amherst contempo- 
rary does not know what he is talking about. 
The Harvard expert asserts that the gipsy 
moth is not alarmingly destructive. 

In my Opinion,’’ says he, this talk about 
State aid, this ordering out the militiato shoot 
caterpillars, as it were, is entirely unneces- 
sary. Let every man kill his own cater-

BOYCOTTING OUTSIDEKS. 


The Oyster Dealers of Baltimore Form a Big 
Combine. 


By Telegraph tothe Post-DispatTcnH. 

BALTIMORS, Md., Jan. 8.—The Oyster Ex- 
change of this city has developed into a trust 
with most obnoxious features. Its members 
have no reluctance in declaring that the ex- 
change will annihilate any firm that defies its 
rules. The exchange now includes every 
oyster packer inthecity with the exception 
ot one. This isthe firmof C. L. Applegartn 


& Co,, and a flerce battle is now being waged 
againetthie outsider. The exchange has the 
support of all the commission mer- 
chants in the city and these are 
obliged to refuse to sell to any 
packer nota membor of the organization. In 
this way a great many packers who would not 
otherwise have joined the Exchange were 
forced into it. As soon as the organization 
was complete the price of oysters wus ad- 
vanced to $1.20 for ‘‘selects’’ and 31 for 
The members of the Exchange 
were obliged weekly tosign an affidavit that 
they were not and would not cut the prices. 
Several weeks ago the firm of C. L. Appie- 
Kurth 4 Co., refused to sign the affidavit, 
They were fined $50 for each day the paper was 
unsigned and faally expelled from the Ex- 
change for non payment. The result of this 
general boyectt of the firm. 
the commission iner- 
the elly will sell them any 
oysters andtheir supply is thus completely 
shutoff, The frm, however, claim to have 
enough oysters ipo the shell to fill their orders 
for a week and a sufficient quantity afloat to 
keep them supplied for two weeks more. By 
this time they hope to have broken the com 
bine. C. H. Pearson, the active member of 
the firm, says, the effect of the combine has 
been to drive a great deal of the trade to 
points further down the bay, where ‘‘selects’’ 
can be had for 98 cents and ‘‘atandards’’ for 
70 cents. He states that while oysters are 
just as vientiful this season as they were a 
year agothesupply in Baltimore, because of 
the bigher rates, is 800,000 bushels lees than at 
this season one year ago.

EMMENSITE AND GELSITE, 


The New Explocives iu the Market Invented 
by Dr. Emmens. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DimsPratcu. 

New YorRK, Jan. 8.—There Is another ex- 
plosive on tne market. It is termed emmen- 
site, being the invention of Dr. Emmeus of 
this country. At a recent test a dyna:olite 
cartridge placed on a post some distance off 
was fired at with a rifle ball and exploted. 4 
cartridge, filled with emmensite, similarly 
placed and struck would not explode, nor 
would it, while being drwen into wet, sloppy 


mud by heavy blows ofa crow bar. An é¢lee- 
tric spark being applied, however, caused 
the curtridge to expiode with ter- 
rible effect, tearing up the exrth 
for quite a distance around. In all compara- 
tive tests between dynamite and emmensite, 
the latter appears to have been beyond ques- 
tlon the more powerful. A stock coinpany 
has been formed for the cofitro! of the new 
explosive having a capital of $3,000,000. The 
War Department, it is learned, has appro- 
priated $15,000 of its funds for the carrying on 
of a series of tests with this explosive to de- 
termine Hit can be used to advantage ina 
ordnance rifles. It is ciaimed for the ex- 
plosive that it can be hammered and handled 
with impunity and that it ts proof 
against fire. It ts also said to be free from 
the nauseous gases whith accompany the 
explosion of moat nitrates now Deins pro- 
duced. One form of emmensite ts a smoke- 
less powder termed gelbite. It is this geibite 
that willcommand the attention of the ord- 
nance experts more especially. Fora regulas 
tion Springfield rifle, using seventy grains of 
powder, twenty-five grain« of velbite are said 
to alve an even better result than the powder. 
It is learned that the new explosive has bern 
selected for use in the Siins- Elson torpedo and 
that mining interests in the West have in view 
experimenting with it in cal mines. The 
United States Government test will take place 
at Willets Point, N. Y.

lt says in the past the races witb the 
smaller colleges have aroused no great 
enthusiasm, and have detracted 
from the interests in the great 
race. Great walkover would have sounded 
better, It is not difficult to see why Harvard 
is begging Tale to form a dual league. In 
such a league Harvard is assured, as the 
Columbia Spectator well puts it, of the position 
held by the small boy in a class of two at the 
head. If, however, one ortwo of the smaller 
colleges, as Cornell and Columbia are classed, 
should bein such a league or race—and we 
know ofauniversity, notfrom New England 
either, that beat the world’s record last sum- 
mer, with a head wind and a cargo of 100 
pounds water—it would be hard for 
Harvard to drop back to third or fourth place.

YET THERE HAD BEEN TWENTY-FIV! 
GRAND-JURORS PERSONALLY SERVED. 


Of the Remaining Eleven Some Were In- 
elig ble and Others Had Been Excused— 
Vhy he treputy heriffs Were Unable to 
Find Some of the Panel—Dodging Grand- 
Jury Duty—A List That Needs Revising.
